lent Regular Militia of Great Britain and the Militia Force of 
Ireland, were extended to all parts of The United Kingdom : 

150 It ti30tcfoi*0 CnaRcH by the KING’s Moft Excellent Majesty, 
by' and with the Advice and Content of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by the Authority of 
the fame, That all Perfons who may be commiflioned railed and enrolled 
in and for the regular Militia of Great Britain , or in and for the Militia of 
Ireland , at any time after the 

l whether by ballot or otherwise, under any A6t now in force, or which may 
hereafter be in force for railing Men for the faid Militia, 111 all be liable to 
ferve in all parts of the United Kingdom of Geat Britain and Ireland; any 
thing contained in any A£t relating to the faid Militias relpeddively to the 
contrary notwithftanding. 

And be it further Eiia&ed, That after the 
fo much of the A6t palled in the forty-lecond year of His prefent Majefty, 
intituled, “ An Act for amending the Laws relating to the Militia in 
“ England, and for augmenting the Militia;” fo much of another A 6t 
palled in the forty-lecond year, intituled, “ An A 61 to raife and eftablilh a 
“ Militia Force in Scotland and fo much of an A61 palfed in the forty- 
ninth year of His prefent Majeity, intituled, “ An A6t for amending and 
3 “ reducing into one A£t of Parliament the leveral Laws for railing and train- 
“ ing the Militia of Ireland^” refpediVely, as prefcribe the form of Oaths 
to be taken by perfons ballotted, and by Subhitutes and Volunteers railed 
under thofe refpedlive A£ts, lhall be Repealed : And inllead thereof every 
perfon who {hall be railed by ballot for the Militia in Great Britain or 
Ireland, under any A6Is in force at the 
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or under any future Adi, and appearing and fending iii perfoti, fhall take 
the following Oath : 

“ I A. B. do fincerely promife and fwear. That I will be faithful and 
w bear true allegiance to His Majefty King George, and that Twill 
“ faithfully ferve in the Militia in any part of The United Kingdom 
“ of Great Britain and Ireland for the defence of the fame, during 
“ the time of years for which I am enrolled, unlels 

“ I fhall be fooner difeharged/'’ 

And every per fon raifed under any of the faid Adis, either as a Subftitute 
hired Man or Volunteer, or otherwife than by ballot, fhall take the fol- 
lowing Oath : 

“ I A. B. do fincerely promife and fwear. That I will be faithful and 
“ bear true allegiance to His Majefty King George, and that I will 
“ faithfully ferve in the Militia in any part of the United Kingdom 
“ of Great Britain and Ireland, for the defence of the fame, during 
“ the time of years, or for fuch further time as the Militia 

“ fhall remain embodied, if within the fpace of years 

“ His Majefty fhall order and diredl the Militia to be drawn out ( 
“ and embodied, uiilefs I fliall be fooner difeharged.” * 

And be it further Enadled, That every perfon who fhall be appointed 
to ferve as a Serjeant, Corporal or Drummer, in the Militia to be eftablifhed 
under this Adi for extended Service, inftead of the Oath diredted to be 
taken by any of the laid recited Adis by Serjeants, Corporals and Drummers 
in the Militia, fhall take the following Oath : 

“ I A. B. do fincerely promife and fwear, That I will be faithful and' 

“ bear true allegiance to His Majefty King George , and that I 
“ will faithfully ferve in the Militia in any part of the United 
“ Kingdom for the defence of the fame, until 1 fhall be legally 
“ difeharged. ” 

And be it further Enadled, That the regular Militia to be raifed under 6 
this Adi in England and Scotland, and the Militia of Ireland, fhall reflec- 
tively be raifed under the provifions contained in the faid recited Adis of the 
forty-fecond year aforefaid, and in the laid Adi of the forty-ninth year 
aforefaid, and in every other Aft or Adis relative to the Militias of England, 
Scotland or Ireland, fo far as the lame or any of them were in force imme-. 
diately before the _ and are not hereby 

alteied ; and all powers and provifions claufes matters and things, con- 
tained in the faid feveral laft-mentioned Adis, fhall, as far as the fame were 
in force immediately before the anc l are 

applicable, and are not hereby altered or repealed, be in force for the pur- 7 
poles aforefaid, and fhall refpeclively relate to the Militia to be fo raifed 
in England and Scotland and Ireland for lervice in the United Kingdom,

And every fuch Man (hall be then and there enrolled to ferve in the Mi- 
litia of the United Kingdom as a Private Militia Man, until the expiration 
1 9 of the period for which he was originally enrolled to ferve in the Militia 
of Great Britain (or Ireland, as the cafe may be ;) and every Private Man 
making fuch voluntary offer as aforefaid, ivho (hall have been originally 
enrolled to ferve as a Subftitute hired Man or Volunteer, (hall be enrolled 
to ferve in the Militia of the United Kingdom for the remainder of the 
time for which he was originally enrolled to ferve in the Militia of Great 
Britain (or Ireland, as the cafe may be) or for fuch further time as the Mi- 
litia may remain embodied ; and (hall take the following Oath ; videlicet : 

“ I A. B. do fincerely promife and fwear. That I will be faithful and 
“ bear true allegiance to His Majefty King George, and that I will 
go “ faithfully ferve in the Militia of Great Britain and Ireland for 

“ the defence of the fame, during the remainder of the time for 
“ which I have been enrolled to ferve in the Militia within Great 
“ Britain, [or, Ireland, as the cafe may be] or for fuch further time 
“ as the Militia may remain embodied, unlefs 1 (hall be fooner 
■“ difcharged.” 

And every non-commiffioued Officer and Drummer making fuch volun- 
tary offer as aforefaid, (hall alfo be enrolled to ferve in the Militia of 
the United Kingdom, and (hall take the Oaths hereinbefore direfied to be 
taken by all non-commiffioned Officers and Drummers who may hereafter 

21 be enrolled to ferve in the Militia of the United Kingdom by virtue of this 
Act ; and fuch feveral Enrolments (hall take place, and fuch Oaths (hall 
be adminiftered, at fuch times and under (itch regulations as His Majefty, 
by any Order to be ligned by the Secretary of State or by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, or his or their 
Secretary, (hall in that behalf direct or appoint. 

And be it further Enacted, That previous to the certifying of (itch 
voluntary offer as aforefaid, the Commanding Officer (hall have explained 
to the perfons making the fame, that the lame if made is purely voluntary 
on their part, and that no perfon ferving in the faid Militia of either part 

22 of the United Kingdom, can be compelled to make fuch offer, or to en- 
gage to ferve out of that part of the United Kingdom for which he is en- 
rolled and ferving, except by his own confent (o fignified as aforelaid.

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And' be it further Enacted, That all provifions rules and regulations 1 
contained in this A£t, relating to perfons who may hereafter be commit- 
honed railed and enrolled in the Militia of the United Kingdom, lhall be 
applicable to all ; perfons now ferving in the regular Militia of Great 
Britain or the Militia force of Ireland refpedlively, who may make a 
voluntary offer of extending -their Services to all parts of the United 
Kingdom in manner aforeiaid. 

And be it further Enadted, That this Adi may be altered varied 
or repealed, by any Adi or Afls to be made in this prefeat Seffion ,of 
Parliament. 
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
